Kites are flown in nearly every country of 
the world today. However, no ome knows for 
sure when, where or by whom this fascinating 
hobby was started. It is known thal natives on 
the Malayan Peninsula tied strings made of 
wines to broad green leaves ond Iet the wind 
soar them skyward. These leaf kites performed 
ao mysteriously that the natives came to be- 
lieve that the leaves were moved by gods. 

The simplest kind of kite—the well-known 
Bat type with the crossbow frame—has been 
flown in China for at least 2,000 years. The 
fiat kite usually is diamond shaped and has o 
long streaming tail. The tail keeps the kite from 
taking a moee dive.

Another basic kind is the box kite, It lowks 
like two paper boxca, one above the other, 
with an open space im between. The paper 
covering ia fastened around the four sticks so 
that they boa in the sides. Variations are the 
fish- and dragon-shaped kites popular in the 
Far East. The box kites are flown so that the 
Wind blows through from one end to the 
other—a form of jet propulsion. 

A third type of kite was invented im the mid 
‘60's by Dr, Francis H. Rogallo, chief of the 
wind-tunnel section for the National Acro- 
nauties and Space Administration. Dr. Rogallo 
had been Bying kites in NASA's gigantic win 
mone! for years, testing acrodynamics theories, 
Invariably the artificial winds smashed the kites 
apainst the metal sides of the tunnel. 


To defeat this, Dr. Roeallo designed a non- 
rigtd kite wiihowt sticks, lathes of bracing. It 
resembles the paper airplane you fold from a 
sheet of motcbook paper and sail across the 
classroom, Dr, Regalio's frst nonngd kite was 
made of a light, tough plastic. The nomriged 
kite revolutionized kite fying and the kite- 
making industry, for it was the first really new 
design to come along in ceniurics. 

Using a nonrigid kite, Wil Yokn of New 
Rochelle, . ¥., a few years ago flew his 1/8- 
inch mode) up and out to a distance of more 
than 25,000 feet. It took Yolen more than an 
hour to pay out the line. For his exhibition im 
the Bahamas, be won the western hemisphere 
kite-fhying title. Later he weni to India where 
he won the world champeonship.

Yolen didn't achieve in India the height of 
distance thal he did at Nassau. Bot the speed 
and definess with which be made his launch 
and recovery ond the variety of maneuvers he 
performed were superb. Yolen, a New York 
DUSINCISMan, if & minster tactician who invented 
the pod-and-reel oethodl. 

With the rod-and-nreel technique the kite is 
“played” cxactly as a fish is handled, To make 
a kite dive and loop, you give it plenty of slack 
sO that it noses over. Then it's pulled back with 
sharp, hard pups on the lene, 

Whatever method you wse—rod-and-reel or 
old-fashioned running—kite fying is fan. On a 
windy day in a vacant field you can get post as 
close to the Epyptian’s sun god as they ever 
did.

TOMORROW 


Nikola Tesla’s genius gave us a world of power and light. e« By LYMAN M. NASH 


R MANY YEARS the old man was a fa- 
miliar sight on the steps of the New York 
Public Library, Tall, gaunt, with silver hair 
and handsome, sharply angled features, he or- 
rived cach day at noon to feed the pigeons. He 
never spoke to anyone, and when his bag of 
bindseed wis empty, he went on his way, to be 
swallowed up in the hustle ancl bustle of the 


During his life he watched New York prow 
from a thriving seaport of litthe more than half 
a million to a vast, teeming metropolis, He 
saw cobblestone give way to paved avenues, 
electric trolleys replace plodding borse-drawn 
tums, saw buildings rise from four and five 
stories to week skyscrapers towering one 
above the other, As be looked on, the world 
rushed pell-mell from the age of gas lamps 
and sweatshops into the electronic age of ra- 
dios, television and automation, 

His name was Nikola Tesla, and more than 
anyone else he had made these changes pos- 
sible. Back in 1882, when he was only 26, Tesla 
conceived the idea of a “rotating magnetic 
field" and developed the first practical olfer- 
nating-current motor amd penentor, With 
that single invention he altered the face of the 
earth and improved the living conditions of 
millions upon millions of people. 

Had he stopped there, he would still rank 
with the greatest scientific geniuses. But for 
Nikola Tesla there was no stopping ewer. He 
went on to invent the are light before Edison 
armed the radio before Marconi. He talked 
about cosmic rays a generation before other 
acienthats learned such rays existed. 

In 1917 he discussed plans for detecting 
distant objects by means of shortwave im- 
Pulses reflected off the obpecis and picked up 
on a fluorescent screen. That was considered 
pretty funny, like sending a rocket to the 
moon. A few years later he predicted, “Soon 
we shall be able to witness the inauguration 
of a President or the playing of a World Senes 
baseball game in our homes, exactly as if we 
were there,” 

Today radar guides owr ships and planes 
and guards our borders from attack, while 
television is a flourishing industry. 

Tesla was offered a Nobel price for physics 
and refused to accept it. But no less than four 


other Nobel prizes were awarded for the de- 
velopment of ideas first mentioned by this 
slender dreamer who planned, pioneered and 
invented tomorrow, 

The son of an education minister amd an il- 
literate peasant, Nikola Tesla was born on the 
stroke of midnight on July 9, 1856, at Smul- 
jan, a tiny Croatian village now part of Yugo- 
slavia. As oa child he roamed the hills, dam- 
ming up streams and building tiny water- 
wheels. Fascinated by a picture of Niagara 
Falls, he showed it to his father, saying. 
“Someday I would like to harness thal.” 

Frail, frequenily ill, Nikola became a vora- 
cows reader, dewouring every book he could 
lay his hands on. He didn’t stop with science, 
but avidly read history, philosophy, litera- 
ture. Fearing so. much reading would ruin 
Nikola’s eyes, his. father hid all the candles. 
Nikola quickly fashioned a mold and made 
his own, secretly continuing his quest for 
knowledge. He learned Goethe's Fans by 
heart, and by the time he was graduated from 
high school, he was fluent in German, French 
and English, 


A. THE REAL GYMNASIUM in Karlovac, he 
saw his first demonstration of electricity. 
Strangely stirred by this exciting mew mecdium, 
he decided to study physics and spend his Irfe 
exploring its mysteries, 

From Karlovac, Tesla went to the Poly- 
technic School in Graz, Austria, And there, 
ore rainswept autumn afternoon, he came 
face to face with a problem that was to tor- 
ment him for six long years. A brand-new di- 
rect-curremt dynamo had just arrived in par- 
ish, Shiny black, it stood on the demonstration 
table in front of Professor Poeschl, 

“As you can see,” the professor was saying, 
“it is of the wery latest design, capable of gen- 
erating more current than any dynamo of sim- 
ilar size,” 

Professor Poeschl adjusted a lever. The dy- 
name shuddered into life and began to whine, 
sending out a shower of bhee sparks. Alsove the 
machine's steady hum the sparks snapped and 
crackled,

Absorbed by what he considered the ulti- 
mate achievement in electrical progress, Pro- 
fessor Poeachl barely heard the question. 

“Do mot the sparks indicate a loss of en- 
ergy?” asked Tesla. 

“Yes, yes,” the professor answered, “but that 
is to be expected. It cannot be otherwise.” 

“But could we not invent a better dynamo?” 
the voice suggested, “Ome without brushes and 
commutator, Then we would not lose all that 
energy. 

The professor looked up. “Come forward,” 
he sad. “Let ws see who dreams of doing the 
impossible,” 

Nikola Tesla separated himself from his 
classmates. 

“Ah, it is you. | might have known, Always 
you think you can improve something. Tell 
us, please, how you would make o dynamo 
without such essential parts?" 

“That I do not know,” said Nikola, “I only 
feel it can be dome.” His blue eyes Mashed. 
“Perhaps by using alternating current.” 

“Poolishness,” snapped the professor. “/Al- 
termating current ts useless, | tell you, useless, 
Why, you would do better trying to invent 
perpetual mation.” 

The class laughed at Tesla’s wild idea. Al- 
ternating current, indeed. Everyone knew that 
direct current was the only way to put clec- 
tricity to work, Alternating current was 
miercly a curbosity, interesting in its way, but 
absolutely worthless as a source of power. 


S rv IN NES BOOM that evening, the laugh- 
ter and ridicule still ringing im his cars, Nikola 
Tesla started dreaming of doing the impos- 
sible, of finding a way to make alternating 
current run machines. 

The idle notion became a challenge. The 
challenge grew to an obsession, He designed 
and redesigned motors in his head, and though 
each failed, he felt that showly he was ap- 
proaching a soluticn, 

In 1880, still searching for the answer, 
Tesla left Graz for the University of Prague. 
The following year he took a job as an clec- 
trician with a new telephone company in Buel- 
apest, Hungary. Each night he returned to his 
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small room, bone tired but unable to sleep. 
Tossing and tuming, he carnmed on expen- 
ments in his mind's eye, discarding one idea 
after another. 

Tesla’s mind was exceptional. He had only 
to think of an object and it seemed to appear 
before him. As a youngster this unique capac- 
ity made it difficult for him to tell the real 
from the imaginary. Now he was able to tum 
this hancicap into an advantage, 

While other men spent long hours working 
out ideas on a drawing beard, Tesla merely 
envisioned a drawing board. On it he could de- 
sign hour after hour, much faster than by us- 
ing paper and pencil. These imoges be wos 
able to file away in bis brain, recalling them 
months or years later in exact detail. 

Early in 1882 Tesla’s torment increased. If 
he managed to fall asteep, be dreamed of his 
motor running without og flaw, When he 
awoke, the motor stopped, and he would 
spend the rest of the night trying to pet i go0- 
ing again. At times he thought he was on the 
brink of insanity and tried to put alternating 
current out of his mind. Then he would re- 
member Professor Poeschl’s ridicule, the peers 
accompanying it, and the burning obsession 
returned, 

Walking through Budapest's city park at 
dusk one day late in Febmary, Telsa was re- 
citing his favorite verse from Faust for his 
friend, Svigety. Suddenly he sfopped. Before 
him he could see an iron motor spinning im a 
magnetic whirlwind. 

“That's it,’ he shouted. “A rotuting mag- 
netic field. Seo how jit causes the armature to 
turn?" 

Szigety squinted into the darkening sky, but 
could see nothing. 

“Note: how emoathly it runs. No sparks. 
Wo sputtering, Now watch while | reverse it." 
Tesla reached out and flicked an imaginary 
awiich, “See, it's a generator now. Yes—yes, 
it works perfectly.” 

Szivety saw only spidery branches  sil- 
houetied against cold, pray clouds. Tesla 
picked up a stick and quickly sketched the 
principles of his revolutionary idea in the 
sandy path. What he described was a machine 
that prckuced power when fed electricity, and 
produced clectricity when powered mechan- 
ically or by steam, 

Instead of one alternating current he would 
use three, each out of step with the other two, 
These currents, fed to windings around the 
stator, would create a constantly mating 
magnetic field in which the rotor would spin, 
swiftly, allently. 

“With this,” said Tesla, jabbing at the draw- 
ing in the sand, “I will change the world.” 

Realizing the magnitude of his discovery, 
Mikola Tesla hastened ta Paris to present his 
idea to the Continental Eden Company. But 
their business was supplying diréct current. 
Alternating current did not interest them. 

In the summer of 1883 Tesla built his first 
induction moter, and it ran exactly as be had 
seen it run in his imagination. Later he dem- 
onstrated the moter for a company official. 
The man was astounded. 


A forgotten man in the electrical age thot owed fim evervifing, Ae lived im obscurity. 


“Take this to America.” he told Tesla. 
“They are more receptive to new ideas there, 
You might even interest Mr. Edison in your 
inventhon,”* 

Nikela Tesla arrived in New York in June, 
L884. with four cents in his pocket amd a book 
of poetry, Everything else—motor, clothes, sci- 
entific texts, his life’s savings—had vanished at 
the Paris railroad station. 

A few hours after he landed, Tesla was 
standing in Edison's office, perspiring in dark 
wool suit and high celluloid collar, Eagerly 
he described his invention, the words tum- 
bling forth, at times im French, German or 
Croatian. Then he waited breathlessly for Edi- 
son's reply. 

Thamas Edison leaned back in his chair 
and steepled his fingers over his chest, For a 
long time he said nothing. Finally he shook his 
leonine head. “Imeresting, but I'm afraid it's 
not feasible.” He spoke with slow deliberation. 
“Direct current, that's what the people want. 
Forget alternating current. It’s a waste of 
time.” 

Tesla thought otherwise, Direct current was 
expensive afd impractical, but since it was the 
only electricity available, people had no 
choice. 

Edison had opened his first penetrating plant 
in 1881, delivering a weak current to 49 sub- 
ecribers brave cnough to invest in the mew- 
fangled incandescent light. Now, three years 


later, there were several thowiand private 
power stations operating across the country, 
providing seme 20 different direct-current 
systems. Because direct current could mot be 
atepped down, one plant supplied electricity 
for house lights, another for street lamps, still 
anoiher for factories. 

In New York alone, a generating plant was 
required to light every few square miles, 
pumping out current, bringing it back, giving 
it a Deost in pressure and sending if out again. 
What is sore, direet current “leaked” from 
wires. Close to a station, lights burned bright, 
but half a mile away they were dimmer. A 
mile out they gave hardly any light at all. 

Tesla knew his altemating current was far 
superior. Tt could travel great distances before 
mecling enmigh resistance to weaken it ap- 
oreciably. And it could be stepped down, so 
one generating plant could furnesh electricity 
to fight a single bulb and run huge factories. 

Although Edison dismissed Tesla’: inven- 
tion, be did offer him a job. Tesla improved 
many of Edison's basic designs and developed 
a small dynamo suitable for ships. One day be 
went to Edison with plans for a short-core dy- 
numa with double the efficiency of the best 
long-core dyno. 

“Perfect it,” Edison said, “and there wall be 
a bonus of $350,000 for you,” 

Por weeks Tesla worked every day from 
ten in the morning uniil five the next morn- 


ifie. At last. the task completed, he asked Edh- 
aon for the promised bonus. 

“Miv boy,” Edison said, “I'm afraid you don't 
understand the American sense of lume” 

Furious at being the butt of o joke, Tesla 
quit. A minor depression was on, and the only 
work he could find was digging ditehes. He 
worked af this for a year, then invented 4 new 
aveiem of arc lighting for a small company, re- 
ceiving for his efforts uw stock certificate barely 
worth the paper i was printed on. 

Fortunately, in I887, Tesla came into sul- 
fictent funds to rent a loft building on New 
York's Houston Street. There he pulled from 
the file of bis Bruin his earlier visions and 
tured them into working machines of copper 
and iron, Soon he received his first historic 
patent and in 1888 was granted 13 more, for 
dynumos, motors, transformers, distributors, 
everything meeded for an alternating-current 
salem. 


J ee SAME YEAR he was asked fo pive o lec- 
ture before the American Institute of Ellectri- 
cal Engineers. Standing tall and proud, he de- 
scribed his system in detail, hoping someone 
with wealth and vision would appear to make 
if a remlaty, 

Tesla found that person in George West- 
inghouse, a 42-year-old inventor who had 
made a fortune developing an air brake for 
railroad trains, Westinghouse, just getting 
slarted in ebectricity, had so much faith in the 
possibilities of alternating current that be paid 
Tesla $1,000,000 cash for the patent nights, 

Edison immediately tried to get Congress to 
outlaw altemating current ns dangerous and, 
when this failed, he instituted » campaign of 
propasands against it, The war between AC 
and DC was a flercely fought battle, raging up 
and down the United States. Tesla derived tm- 
mense salitfaction from secing his system 
enining accepiance, but took lithe part in the 
eorflict, 

Once he completed an invention, he lost in- 
terest. To waste time patling it on a comemer- 
cial basis, he considered standing still or, 
worse, going backwurd. As the two titans of 
electric power were locked in a life-and-death 
struggle, Tesh was micing on to new applica- 
tions of electrical energy. 

In 1893 Westinghouse anderbid Edison for 
the privilege of lighting the Columbian Expo- 
sition af Chicago, Using Tesla’s system, he 
made it the electrical wonder of the workd, the 
first world’s fair im history illuminated by elec- 
tricity. That about ended the AC-DC war, 
with ‘Tesla's alternating current the clear-cut 
winner, 

Perhaps to celebrate, Tesla took o stand at 
the exposition, demonstrating unique e¢lectri- 
cil padpets and astounding spectators by pass- 
ing hundred of thousands of volts through his 
Ixaly. Sparks danced from his fingertips, ig- 
niting wads of kerosene-soaked cotton. He lit 
bulbs between his tecth, and lamps in his bare 
honds clowed brightly. 

Shortly afterward Tesla became interested 
in operating mechanical deviccs by clectric 


signs transmitted to them witheut wires, 
Four years before Marconi finished! his first 
successlul wireless set, Tesla was sending ra- 
dio messages from his laboratory to a packet 
on the Hudson River, 25 miles to the north. 

In 1897 he built and publicly displayed a 
true automation. It was a model beat which 
eould be started, stopped, muncuvered, much 
to fash lights and fire small guns by means of 
fadio signals. In Madison Square Gurden he 
isked spectators to call owt metructions which 
he broadcast to the boat by tapping a tele- 
graph key, 

At the century’s tum, Nikola Tesla was at 
the height of his fume, His childhood dream of 
harnessing Niagara Falls was a reality, and 
his alternating current was poing from there 
to Buffalo and far beyond. Direct current had 
never been able to travel much over a mile, 

Tesla became an American citizen and was 
liailed as aur greatest adapted son. Although 
he stuffed his designs, models and patents into 
battered cardboard boxes, he kept his crtizen- 
chip papers locked in a vault. “Chey are the 
Most important papers [ possess,” he once 
sail, “They are my preatest gift.” 

He pioneered experiments that led to dis- 
covery oof mys, designed guiked wenpens 
ind continued inventing new dynamos, trains- 
formers, condensers, as well as airplanes, 
steam turbines, wind specdometcrs. 

Twenty years before selentists identified 
electrons, be perfected ao fantastic carbon- 
button lamp. Actually a cyclotron in minia- 
tire, it produced dagzling hight by the bom- 
bardment of @ small button of carbon with 
electrenns. 

To further his experiments in high-fre- 
quemcy current, he imvented the “Tesla cenl.” 
The only invention still bearing his name, it is 
the basis of every lonition and broadcasting 
SySIem in se todny, 


N., ALL TESLA’S inventions were successful, 
but when he failed, be failed magnificently, 
Believing that cheap electric power would put 
an end ta powerty, he worked out a plan for 
doing away with the millions of poles and in- 
sllators and the thousands of miles of copper 
wite needed to carry it from phice to place, 

Tesla knew the carth is electrically charged. 
Why not, he reasoned, add to this charge so 
people everywhere necd merely plug into the 
ground to receive electricity? Io Colorado he 
hanlt a loberatory with an 8O-foot tower 
topped by a 200-foot mast on which perched 
a copper ball, three feet in diameter. Tesla's 
Plan was to bombard the earth with millions 
of volts of electric energy, and the Colorado 
Spongs Electnc Company agreed to supply 
all the current he might need. 

When the switch was thrown, sparks beaped 
from the copper ball, growing quickly inte 
awesome lightning belts that crashed to carth, 
Mikes away 300 licht bulbs connected to the 
ground began to gkyw. Then they went out, 
ond so did the lightning flashes. His experi- 
ment hud burned out the largest penerator 
west of the Mississipgy. 


Returning to New York, Tesla immediately 
launched another venture for furnishing cheap 
Gleeticity. He would broadcast it. along with 
enteniaining programs. J. P. Morgan and sev- 
ertl other prominent men put up $3000,00%), 
and Tesla began comstruction of 4 vast “radio 
city’ at Shoreham, Long Idland, 

Afier completing a tall tower capped by an 
chornmous copper dome, be ran out of funds. 
Unable to locate any more backers, he aban- 
domed the project, The tower was dismantled 
at the outset of World War I. being considered 
bon conspicuous a landmark. 

In (912 the Nobel prize for physics wos 
offers’ jointly to Nikola Tesla and Thomas 
Edison. Although his share woukd have meant 
S20,000 and he was badly in need of cash, 
Tesla refused to accept, The memory of the 
unpand SS0000 bongs still rankled, and he 
considcred the placing of Edison, “a mere 
inventor,” ana par with Tesla, “a discoverer,” 
an affront, 

Rather than award the prize to Edison 
alone, the Nobel committee voted if to Gus- 
taf Dalen, a Swedish scaeniust, 


i oe YEARS LATER, friends had to coax Tesla 
into accepling the Thomas Edison Medal, 
awarded annually by the American Institute 
of Electrical Engineers.

“Were we to scize and climimate from our 
industrial world the result of Mr. Tesla's work, 
the wheels of industry would cease to turn, 
our electnc cars and trains would step, our 
towns would be dark, our mills would be idic.” 

The words meant little to Tesla. Already 
he was dreaming of new worlds to conquer. 
He saw cosmic-power stations, robots doing 
all the heavy Libor, airplanes bekd aloft by 
radia waves. He proposed running and. syn- 
chronizing work) clocks by radio, visualized 
the transmission of letters and mewspapers by 
radio, dreamed of inaugurating « worldwide 
Printing system. 

As the years rolled onward, Nikola Tesla 
probed deeper and deeper into the future. 
What he saw, what wonderful things he in- 
vented we will never knw, for he could no 
longer afford to build the model needed to 
patent them, and until they were patented. he 
refused to discuss them. So he became a for- 
gotten man in the electrical oge that owed 
him everything. 

On the night of January 7, 1943, at the 
age of EG, Nikola Tesla passed from this world 
as Quietly os he had entered uw. A few hours 


after his body was discovered, the FBI car- 


ried off his papers for whatever sccreta they 
might reveal, 

Although be died virtually in oblivion, his 
monet os. all around we: humming m dyria- 
mos. singing in high tension wires. aglcam in 
every light bulb and neon sign in every ooun- 
try of the world. A hundred years from now 
schentists Will still be exploring fiekls first men- 
tioned by dhis lonely genius who in the (9th 
century invented the 20th century and then 
went on to invent the 2ist, THE Exp

CUB KITE 


By HELEN R. SATTLER 


VERY BOY LIKES to build and fiy kites. 
Here is one designed especially for Cuh 

Scouts. Any boy can make it by following 
the dingram and instructions. carefully. 

First, cut six ‘sticks from straight gran 
mine, each about 4° square, You will need 
bao 0" long, ane 28" long, and onc 20" 
long. [lf vou fave bamboo poles, you can 
substitte thin suips of bamboo for the pine 
Lay these sticks together as shown im the al- 
agram and te the frame securely with string 
at every place where two siicks cross, 

Cross two 1044" sticks and tie them to 
the top stick of your big frame, These 
crossed slicks wall support the head of your 
kite. Tie 4” sticks at the ends of the orm 
and beg shcks. 

To make the head, hands, and feel, you 
will need obouwt 42° of pliable wood sich as 
that weed in building model airplanes, or. you 
cut pein strips from banmbeo poles. These 
bamboo strips showld be sbeopt Ya" thick 
and must be soaked in water for a couple of 
hours before you begin bending them. 

Cut of about o vird of wood or bandon 
and bend it into a circle. Fasten i securely 
where the ends meet, then te it to the cross 
sticks as shown in the diagram to form the 
hed for Youur kite, Next make the hats 
and feed as shown 

Use string to form the outline of the kite 
as indicated by the broken lines in the dia- 
gram. Then use brown wrapping paper, oF a 
thin kite paper, We you have il, te cover the 
frame, (ut the paper nbout unm inch hirger 


than the frame of the kite so thut you. cun 
fold it over the frame and paste it 

When finished, punt the kite with blue 
and yellow poster paint for the uniform, and 
flesh tones fr the face. Draw in the nouth, 
eyes and other features with crayon.

Heal existing guilics with brush dams 
or by planting shrubs in them. 

Forestrv—Plant tee seedlings on your cumpsite for the improvement 
af the area or for future timber, Help in the thinning or pruning of your 
camp's woodland. Assist in removing undedrable “weed trees,” Collect 
tree seeds and start a lree oursery to prow your own seedlings for planting 
in Years to come, 

Wildlife Managerent—Make brush piles to provide cover for wild- 
life, Plant shrubs that will give food and protection ta birds and animals. 
Build and put up wood duck nest boxes. Set out squirrel boxes, Help 
make a fish survey of the lake in camp, Burikd small dams or deflectors for 
improving: local streams.

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i WAS AUTUMN in 1934, and the citizens of 
Drehersville, Pu.. thought the second civil 
war wis about to come off. Actually the gums 
of Hawk Mountsin were silent for the first 
time in years, bat local hunters were organiz- 
ing, “growl” mectings were held, onal the lid 
on peace and guict scemed about to blow. 

Drehersville lay snug in a cove of Kitta- 
tinny Ridge in the Appalachians. Since pre 
historic times, along these mountain skyways, 
untold numbers of hawks had ridden the os- 
eending gir currents in their yearly migra- 
thon to southern wintering grounds. Here on 
Hawk Mountain, hundreds of gunners had 
gathered in September and October to blast 
away at the passing binds. 

It was good sport, they claimed, and useful 
too, since cveryone knew thot hawks were 
“vermin.” Some Kindle, at least, got inte poul- 
try yards, fed on pame birds wt in general de- 
served the old-time treatment as wilellife out- 
laws. To some cxtent this attitude had offical 
support, simee the Pennsylvania Game Com- 
mission hod a bounty on the poshawk, and 
mher hawks and owl: were not protected. 

But another kind of public opinion was sim- 
mering. Bind-waiching was o growing hobby 
for people in many states. All sorts of con- 
servathon proups were disturbed over the kill- 
ing «Wf predatory birds, and ornithologiis were 
urging protective laws. 

“Sure, some howks and owls ext birds and 
game,” they said, “but these losses are natoral 
and ma worth worrying about. And many of 
the feathered hunters feed on mice, rats and 
other pests. Aliogether, they certainly de ovore 
eowd than harm.” It had become obvious 
that you coukin’t protect “good” Kinds ond 
kill “bad” ones, becwuse most hunters dil mot 
know onc from anglher. 

Mews of the slaughter at Hawk Mountain 
et around, ft rankled in the breast of Rosalie 
Edge, a grim and determined woman who had 
founded the Emergency Conservation Com- 
mittee in New York City. Quietly she moved 
in anal made arrangements to buy two square 
miles of Hawk Mountain. A well-known or- 
nitholoce?, Maurice Broun, took charge of 
the property, and they gave notice that shoot- 
ie was at an end. 

A game warden voiced a dire warning to 
Mr. Broun: “You can't keep guoners off that 
land," he said, “T mculdn’t have your pob for o 
hundred dollars a day!” 

But—credit be to everyone—there was no 
siarming of the heights, Newspapers, mber- 
chants whe had sold shotgun shells anil the 
gunners themselves held off to see what it was 
all about, That fall more than SUX) visitors 
came to the new Hawk Mountain Sanctuary 
to sec the migrants, It wits the first sanctuary 
in the world to be established for birds of 
prey. 

Three years later the tally of fall visitors 
had increased to 3,350, and the sanctuary was 
in business to stay. Maurice Broun could say 
with satisfaction that there hod been no real 
trouble. He took a special pride in the change 
in a young man whe lived af the foot of the 
mountain. “In 1934," sid Broun, “he insisted 


on shuwting hawks along the western border of 
the sanctuary. This year there was no borderline 
shooting: the Drehersville lad became a teal 
friend, making frequent visits to the sanctuary 
—with o pair of borrowed glasses!” That sea- 
son the official record of migrating hawks, 
eagles and vollures tolaled 16,734 and inchoded 
17 species, 

The sanctuary was token over by the Na- 
ond) Audubon Society, and its fame spread 
(sec Bovs’ Lire, “Hawk Highway” August, 
1954). In the sanctuary’s sewenth yeor the edi- 
bor of the state sume magamne, Penrylvemtio 
Gane News, said that “hanters who formerly 
slaughtered thousands of these birds, many of 
them beneficial, are now using the sanctuary 
ns un observation post to study their chirac- 
beristics.” He wreed people to go and sec

tion of howks and owls, Long age oor federal 
government oullawed the killing of American, 
or bald, exgles anywhere in the United States, 
gad recently the golden eagle was brought un- 
der federal protection. Regulations on other 
birds of prey are approved individually by our 
States. 

As of 1962, ot least seventeen states had laws 
pretecting all hawks and owls, anc many oth- 
ers protected (on paper anyway) all but a few 
species—usually the goshawk, Cooper's hawk 
and horned owl, State laws of this kind always 
have the fair-cnough provision that a farmer 
enn kill any bind that is doing damage to poul- 
try or other property, 

Well, that's just fine, isn't if? Bard conserva- 
tionists ought to be dancing in the streets. 

But they aren't, And unless someone keeps 


be public enemies deserving execution. 

On the other hand, people who know birds 
of prey by their first names get a different kine 
of bang aot of wild-land tramping. A hawk in 
the skw of an owl flying off throwgh the woods 
will stop the show, Of course, we all like the 
dickeybirds thot sing in the yard and come to 
the feeder—ttecss their ormery, quarrelsome 
little hearts! But for my money the “seeing” 
valuc of the wild hunters is tops, 

Like the June afternoon when three of ux 
were lishing a gator hole at the edee of a pond, 
deep in Georgia's Okefenokee Swamp. We 
had plenty of fun catching warmouth bsass, but 
the fishing we enjoved moat was done by on 
osprey, or fish hawk. Time and again he came 
in te hover on beating wings 30 feet above the 
water, He would zero in on something, drop 
with o splash und nearly disappear. Then—

You are likely to hear this nearly anywhere, 

here i cven a bleached-out race that nests on 
the preat saguand cactus of Arizona deserts. 
The bored owl is the Halloween character 
with Jong cor tufts, yellow eyes and the spint 
of o feathered dragon. [t feeds on all manner 
of birds and mammals, including skunks and the 
young of foxes and housecnis. A disturbed 
homed owl snaps his bill, hisses and acts plumb 
hungry—lor people.

For several cemluries menyfo-rounds Have fascinated young 
and old. Every amusement park has one where children push past 
the ticket taker and pun to mount their favorite steed, With the 
shrill ring of the starter’s bell the raucous music starts and the 
fide begins. Prowd parents watch from the sidelines, reliving gay 
rides of their childhood, 

Menry-co-rounds have had various names throughout the years. 
They fave been called rognd-a-bowts, hobby horses, fying pennies, 
fo-rounds, fiying Dutchman and carousels. The word “carrousel” 
comics from the French anc oeans “little fight", and one of the 
tarhest carmousels wes just that 

Soc after King Lous ATW wos crowned King of France, he 
made plans for a very elaborate carrouse! to amuse his favoriie 
court lady, Lowe de la Vallitre, All the knights and courtiers 
Spon pioths preparing for the event. They polished their best 
emits of armor and brushed their newest and gayest helmet plumes 
uentill every feathery strand was in place, Everylung WiLE Jn per= 
fect condition for the parade which preceded the jousting, of 
Carreibse)., 

As the knights assembled in the Place du Carrousel in front 
of the Louvre, an unknown wood-carver got an bea, Back im he 
shop he carved a horse and knight. He liked it so much that he 
carved another and then another. One day he turned a small cari 
Wheel on its sede and mained his hand-carved knights on it. Soon 
the neighborhood children were spending considerable time watch- 
ing and spinning the new toy. Later this sume wood-carver made 
horses large enough for children to sit on. He mounted the horses 
ona wagon wheel and spent his energy pushing the popular toy. 

From that beginning the carrousel iden grew, When it was 
laken to [taly, music was added. The Germans introduced band 
Music and better mechanization, 

A German immigrant brought the first merry-go-round to 
America and installed it in an amusement park near Philadelphia. 
Crude as it was, it soon became | Jar amd very profitable. In 
1876 the first American-made machine was pul into operation. 
Ir wus hand operated, but soon the owner had enourh money 
to buy a horse to do the heavy propulsion work. 

Among the oldest mecry-eo-rounds sll operating is the one ta 
be found in Steeple Chase Park, Coney Island. This machine was 
instalbed sam after the tum of the ocnotury and is mow consadercd 
i muscim piece, Spectal repairmen have to make a piece if any- 
thing breaks, for paris are no longer avaiable. 

I inti the mid-19341's most of the animals and trim were hand 
carved, Hand carving is prohibitively expensive, so the animals 
and decorations are made of alumunim, One merry-so-round 
munifactirer estimates that his factory alone has tumed out more 
than [90,0000 horses, That would be more than epouch to outfit 
Napoleon's army. Today there are more than 3,000 units oper- 
ating in this country alone.

| ee ANKA WaANGILA (Ome Bull) sat cross-legeed in his tepee in the 
Camp ol his -uitbele, the great medicine mun Sathng Bull. Suddents 
the culm of the afbermoon wae shatteree! by 2 fruntic shout as Fat Bear 
came panting into camp, calling out that soldiers were gallaging wp on 
the opposite side of the river. 

As One Bull dashed owt of the tepee ao volley of shows rang oul 
and hee saw that the evidicrs had crossed the Litthe Big Hom and were 
headed toward the camp at o dead gallop. With his tomahawk im his 
hand he run to the spot where his horse was picketed, mounted and 
rode off toward the river bank timber where the attacking soldiers 
were firing valley after volley. 

True fo Sitting [dull’s prechction, ihe sokijers were all killed uml 
alter sundown One Bull joieed the other braves im the nighthone 
Victory War Danner, still brandishing his tomahawk, His wor sheeld 
was now adored with three white feathers from which the tips hud 
been chipped. Each feather desipnated one of the three soldiers that 
he hac killed. 

Memeétitos ol the heyday of the Dukota Sioux can now be seen in 
the Sioux Indian Museum at Sioux Falls, South Dakota. The feathers 
look somewhal bedrageled ancl rather the worse for wear. Some wre so 
frowsy and jagged that it would appear that mice had been “feather- 
Ing ther nests,” This mot the cuse, Those feathers hod an ofd took 
even When they were new, They are chopped off, split, and fringed 
with a purpose. Ench mutilated feather tells w story to those who know 
Inhian feather larga ge, lof Wok av rétend of seme parvcular wet ol 
courage or success in war—and some marks of happenings that were 
less than successful, A red feather conveyed the message that the 
wearce had been wounded by the enemy. However, a red feather with 
1 herehair tip preclabned that the enemy had been killed. A aplit 
feather told all that the wearer had suffered many wounds 

On the plus side, a white feather meant that the enemy had been 
Kilked. TE the tip was skished off, feather language translated, read 
“cut enemy's throat.” Lf the web was notched im addition, the imter- 
pretation was “scolped enemy.” 

Though the one who killed the enemy claimed first honors, the 
nest braves to strike him could also wear murked feathers, There 
was a certain designation for each “sorike” as far os the fifth. 

The marked feathers were proudly worn at council gatherings much 
as filitary medals are worn on dress oocasions in our present day. 

The feather language wos “translated” by the bureau of ethnology 
Of the Seuithsanian bstitwtion i its aietiial report tes 1BR2-BS 
Members of the bureau had visited the Sioux tribes at that time and 
oMained the meanings of the ways in which feathers. were cut from 
the chiefs who were well versed in the “language.” The next time you 
visit your fuverile miseum, give close attention to the war bonnets 
and coupsticks, bustles. and shield covers that are on display.

THE SECOAD REVENUE [SstE. 
The first revenue-stamp issue of the 
United States was in use for nine 
years, During that penod the In- 
ternal Revere Service § reorived 
many complaints of fraudulent clean- 
ing and reuse of the StLInps, pRar’ 
ticwarly in the high denominations. 
In onder to combat this problem, a 
secoinil TEV Loe sue A pe. release ith 
iS7l. This issge was printed on 
a patented granve paper of wv pray 
color. 

All of the stamps of this set were 
of the same color—tdue, with the 
head of George Washington in the 
center printed in black. Becwise 
[wo MUns were required im printing 
these slamps, errors Were wiewtible 
and 10 of the 31 stumps of the set 
exiet with mverted centers, The 
stamps were all printed im vertical 
format of the sume size as those 
of the first issue. The denominations 
were one cent to 3508), All of the 
stamps were inscribed “U. §. In- 
temal Revenue Service.” This issuc 
was very short-lived because of the 
confusion resulting from having all 
samps of the same oolor. This 
cmised the panning of the third re- 
vere issue in 1aT 2.

THE U.S. DIME, One of the most 
popular of the United States comme 
m the dime, The first dime was 
minted in 1786 and was very much 
like the half-dime which came aul 
Iwo years earlier, The design of the 
first dime on the obverse was 4 
Hust ot Liberty, Facing righ with 
l3 stars around the outer edpe, the 
legend “Liberty” at the top and the 
dite at the bottom. On the reverse 


was the American cagle, with 
“Wmnited States of America” on the 


outer edpe. 

In 1800 the head of Liberty was 
reversed amd faced lefi: the bepend 
“Liberty” was removed from the top 
ind placed on the headband. On the 
reverse the legend “FE Pleertiues 
Gna” was added in a serail and 
10 cents at the bottom. Im L837 the 
design was changed to the “Seated 
Liberty” and the inscription 
“One Gime" added on the reverse. 
In 1860 the 13 stirs were replaced 
by the legend “United States of 
Ameticn,” 

In 1892 0 mew type of Liberty 


head was used, designed by Charles 
Barber, and in IYhe the Mercury 
head wis substituied with the obd 
Fionn fasces of the reverse, The de- 
sigmer’s initials AW con be seen buck 
of the peck, In 1944. the Rooseveli- 
head dime appeared. On the reverse 
wis displayed the borch between 
sprays ol laurel and oak. The Roose- 
velt dimes have been minted in 
Philadelphia, Denver aml San Fran- 
cisco from |9d6-55. but no dimes 
lave been minted in San Francisco 
since 1955.
